NORFOLK Corrox ExTORTS.— We 
were not prepared for the great in- 
crease of shipments of cotton direct 
to Europe which is now made known 
by the Norfolk Landmark, Norfolk 
last year appears as third as the list 
of cotton ports, but the general belief 
way that the cotton merely passed in 
transitu to Northern ports, We knew 
that something had been done in the 
way of direct trade, and were only 
surprised that Norfolk from her posi- 
tion had not made more rapid pro- 
gress as a pointof export. The tables 
of the Landmark: show that that city 
is coming rapidly up to expectation, 
For the season of 1873.4, the exports 
direct to Europe were 20,371. For 
the season of 1874-75 they were 67,213 ! 
Since the cotton trade began in 1858, 
the total receipts at Norfolk have 
been 2,560,261, and the exports to 
Europe 141,147, nearly over half of 
which is for the season just ending. 
We congratulate Norfolk upon the 
growth of its business and the ex- 


pansion of its prospects. 


Resprrep —His Excellency, Gov. 
Brogden, yesterday evening respited 
the Weldon Bridge murderers, Cor- 
nelius Williams, ct al., in consequence 
of the decision of the Supreme Court, 
in the case of J. C. L. Harris, Solic- 
ictor, to the Court. The abbreviated 
opinion reads: “petition for writ of 
habeas corpus for a prisoner under 
sentence of death to testify before the 
grand jury in regard to indictments 
against his accomplices; allowed.” 
It will be remembered that this is 
case of murder committed on the 
keeper of the Weldon Bridge on the 
Northampton side of the river last 
summer, and the murderers duly con- 
victed, and sentenced to be hung. 
Solicitor Harris had reason to believe 
after their sentence that other parties 
now at large were equally as guilty as 
these convicted, and securing a res- 
pite from the Governor, appealed to 
the Snpreme Court to have the con- 
demned felons brought before the 
grand jury of Northampton Court. 
As it will beseen the motion of Solic- 
itor Harris was “allowed’’ and the 
zovernor at the earnest solici- 
tion of the Solicitor has 
granted the respite. Williams 
was to have been hung on 
next Friday, and the other party on 
the 2nd Friday n August.

Will the 
West permit this injustice, this 
crying wrong? The people of the 
Hast cannot help themselves. I hey 
are powerless. Their salvation is 
in the hands of the West. Will the 
West be deaf to the cry? If the 
East is disappointed now it sinks 
with despair. It can have no farther 
hope in the future. Vhe door of 
deliverance will have been closed, 


unless the West will come ont with 


such strength to the support of the 
Convention as will secure relief by 
proper changes in the Constitution. 


We publish the address issued by 
the Hon. W. A. Graham, to the 
people of Orange to supply in some 
measure his inability to address the 
people in person, his health being 
too enfeebled to sustain such labor. 
The address has such a general ap- 
plication that we publish it for the 
benefit of the whole State: 

To the People of Orange County. 


When I accepted the nomination, 
as a candidate for a seat in the ap-

The Convention is also for- 


ver particulars it can make no 


laws on any subject; 
being left to the Representatives of 
the people at the usual sessions of the

In alluding to the four years of 
Conservative rule we “say to some 
extent“ because they have not had 
the entire control of the State. If so 
much is saved when only the Legis- 
lative branch is conservative what 


would be the result if all were in 
their hands? Much of this expense 
also could be saved were it not force | 
on us by our ill advised Constitution. 

It is hard to give figures a party 
bias, They are inflexible, but stand 
out a stern truth, a rigid fact, aud if 
the people of North Carolina are wise 
they will heed the lesson they teach.

Vo the Peopleof North Carolina: 


The General Assembly at its re- 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
„th day of September next, for the

FORSCHANGE, 

The ee for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitutionis generally admitted. and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
vument, It Is true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the eall a con vention; but their 
action was Biased on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
ition te have the Constitution 
Wrong revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill 
informed men then controlling Con- 
vress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
undonstituGioual action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
he observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel a satisfaction In 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
poeple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
coneerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We can proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our people. 

THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
tnroes of a Military, reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, Who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others were our recent 
Slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
-till were earpet-bagvers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling sand 
Rulical in education—who sought 
positions here thal were denied them 
Where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
iynorant negroes were given the bal- 
lotto secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty liad read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
ant many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. It is natural there- 
fore thata Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit— 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
aml experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed iu language tear, sin- 
ple and perspicuoas, so that nothing 
may be left to inferenee or conustruc- 
wecisely defined

pos tion, one of which clal ning to hold by 
un appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an Office that the Con- 
stitution seems to Say is to be filled by the 
people at the polis, and whose term is ex- 
pressed to be only eight years.

We should abolish every 
use ess office, which is now filled by a mere

It is believed that the laws will 
oe more linpartiaily administered by a re- 
turn to the old practice of a rotation of the 
Ju ages.

A Locomotive witH Lras.—At 
the sitting of the Academy of Science 
on Tuesday, M. Tresca exhibited a 
model of a locomotive engine now 
being tried on the Eastern Railway. 
This engine has no wheels, but what 
may be called legs. It does not roll ; 
it walks, runs, or gallops. It is like 
an ordinary railway engine, with 
straight rods terminating in broad cir- 
cular skates. ‘There are three legs 
in front and three behind. The 
moying cylinders, instead of turning 
wheels, raise the feet, and the whole 
acts something after tiie fashion of a 
t iree-legged horse. The inven ion is 
especially adapted for carrying great 
weights up an incline. he engine 
at work on the Eastern Railway 
weighs ten tons, and g seven or 
eight kilometers an hour, and can 
accomplish if destred, twenty kilom- 
eters. Ofcourse this style of locomo- 
tive is not likely to displace the one 
now in use, but it is especially appli- 
cable to mountain railways, and is a 
step iu new direction. The model 
exhibited at the Academy of Science 
assended an incline of twenty-five 
degrees with ease.
